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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) 
and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1 .821 through 1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth below or on the attached Notice To 
Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence 
And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures. Claims 6 and 16 (for example) contain 
amino acid sequences greater than 4 amino acids in length for which there is no 
Sequence Listing.

Group 2, claim(s) 4, 5 and 16, drawn to a method of increasing expression of genes 
involved in cholesterol efflux comprising administration of one or more Growth Hormone 
Releasing Peptides to a patient. 

Group 3, claim(s) 17-21, drawn to a method of treatment or prophylaxis of 
hypercholesterolemia comprising administration of one or more Growth Hormone 
Releasing Peptides that are devoid of GH-secreting activity in vivo. 

Group 4, claim(s) 22-25, drawn to a method of reducing the total blood plasma 
cholesterol level comprising administering to a patient one or more Growth Hormone 
Releasing Peptides that are devoid of GH-secreting activity in vivo. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the single general 
inventive concept that permeates the groups is administration of hexarelin for treatment 
or prophylaxis of atherosclerosis. The expression "special technical feature" is defined 
in Rule 13.2 as meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each 
of the inventions makes over the prior art. Whether a particular feature makes a 
contribution over the prior art, is considered with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
In the instant application, the methods of Groups 1-4 each require materially distinct 
methodology and have different claimed effects, for example lowering total cholesterol 
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(Group 4) versus increasing gene expression (Group 2). However, the general 
inventive concept, administration of a Growth Hormone Releasing Peptide, does not 
make a contribution over the prior art because the following reference teaches 
administration of hexarelin to individuals, thus teaching administration for the purposes 
of prophylaxis (Imbimbo et al. European Journal of Clinical Pharmacology, 46: 421-425, 
published June 1994). Since, the prior art recites the common technical feature, there 
is no special technical feature over the prior art and the application lacks Unity of 
Invention under PCT Rule 13.1. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
